As the stamp 
sales amount to some 550,600 a year, 
It will be seen that the republic profits 
are ?20,000 in that time. • 


Some time ago the Central and South 


American Telegraph company wanted 
t& land the new "AH American" cable 
in the canal zone. They" applied to the 
United States for permission to land it, 
which was granted. The Panamanians 
fought against It under every possible 
pretext, their desire 'being to have 
their permission regarded as essential, 
so that they could get a good fee for 
the concession. But Jn this case the 
United i States 'told her • in effect that 
she had no Interest In the matter, and 
so the cable *"as- laid. 


'Big Stick Sometimes Needed. 


The only way the. republic of Pan- 


ama can transport Its prisoners from 
Colon to Panama is through" the canal 
fcone. Each time it was necessary to 
take-any prisoners tnrough,.:tne/govern- 
ment notifed the canal zone authori- 
ties, .The governor of the zone always 
replied try granting permission. Some 
time since he received a letter £r:>m the 
Panamanian secretary of state in' which1 
that official said that the notification* 
w.ere sent, not for the purpose of ask* 
ing permission, to enter the zone with 
their prisoners, bat for the purpose of 
notifying the zone officials, so that 
they could aid the Panama police In the 
event of necessity.

descriptions, butler, crackers and alt 
Other fo6ds and food products, which 
ar,e not encased in can, bottle or pack- 
age form-
